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HISTORY  OF  GALEN 

In  order  for  us  to  fully  understand  the  purpose  of 
the  State  Sanitarium  at  Galen  we  should  review  a 
little  bit  of  the  history  of  the  institution »  As 
early  as  1907,  Dr,  Thomas  Tuttle,  then  Secretary  of 
the  State  Board  of  Health,  was  quite  concerned  with 
the  necessity  of  informing  the  public  as  to  the  pre- 
vention of  the  dread  disease,  "Miner's  Co^nsumption-  o 
In  our  terminology  today,  this  is  silicosis  with 
tuberculosis o  He  felt  the  need  of  a  sanitarium  for 
the  care  of  these  imfortiinate  individuals,  but  it 
wasn't  until  1909  that  the  State  Legislature  made 
its  first  step  in  the  passing  of  an  act  providing 
for  the  teacxhing  in  public  schools  of  the  modes  of 
transmission  and  methods  of  restriction  and  pre- 
vention of  all  communicable  diseases.  In  1911  a 
Butte  layman,  Mr.  Jim  i4cNally,  stirred  by  the  death 
of  his  brother,  joined  Dr.  Tuttle  in  this  fight  for 
a  sanitarium.  They  went  before  the  Legislature  and 
presented  a  bill  providing  for  the  funds  for  a  sani- 
tarium for  the  State  of  Montana »  This  bill  origin- 
ally called  for  $200,000  for  buildings  and  $100,000 
for  maintenance o   By  the  time  it  had  reached  the 
hands  of  the  then  Governor,  Edv;ard  Lo  Norris,  it  had 
been  cut  to  $20,000  for  buildings  and  $10,000  for 
maintenance.  Dr.  Tuttle  and  Mr.  McMally  v-ere  un- 
daunted, hovrever,  and  felt  that  this  i/as  a  beginning 
and  was  better  than  nothing  and  accepted,  and  started 
looking  for  a  site. 

In  1912,  two  Powell  County  stockmen,  Musigbrod  and 
Mitchell,  sold  the  State  a  portion  of  their  property. 
On  June  3  of  the  same  year  the  Anaconda  Copper 
Mining  Co.,  through  their  Vice  President,  Cornelius 
F.  Kelley,  dcnated  $25,000  toward  this  fund,  A  name 
had  to  be  chosen  for  the  site,  and  it  was  suggested 
Galen,  after  the  then  Attorney  General  of  Montana, 
Albert  J.  Galen,  In  the  summer  of  1912,  construction 
got  under  way  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Tuttle, 

v:ho  was  later  to  become  the  first  Superintendent  of 


Galen o  On  January  30,  1913,  tl:;e  first  patient  was 
adiPi-tted  to  the  Sanitariunio  Sh^  was  then  22  years  of 
age.  She  was  MrSo  Augusta  Benson  of  Missoula.  She 
was  in  an  advanced  stage  of  active  tuberculosis,  Dr, 
Tuttle  was  succeeded  by  Dro  li/.  F.  Cogswell  as 
Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  using 
his  poxirer  and  influence  vath  the  Legislature,  he  made 
tuberculosis  reportable  in  Montana o  Also,  during  his 
term  of  office,  definite  regulations  were  set  up  for 
the  care  of  tuberculous  patients  in  hospitals,  as  to 
the  use  of  sputum  cups,  burning  of  dressings,  segre- 
gation of  linen,  disinfection  of  linen,  dwellings, 
and  so  fort ho  From  this  small  beginning  of  one  main 
building,  six  cottages,  a  stable,  and  chicken  house, 
the  Sanitarium  has  gro\m   to  a  large,  modern,  complete 
hospital,  with  a  bed  capacity  of  35%  In  1915  Dro 
Tuttle  was  succeeded  as  Superintendent  of  the 
Sanitarium  by  Dro  McDonald »  Dro  Vidal  succeeded  Dro 
McDonald  in  1919.  Dro  Fo  lo  Terr ill  succeeded  Dr, 
Vidal  in  1937»  In  1957»  at  the  death  of  Dr.  Terrill, 
Dro  Knight  took  over  as  Acting  Superintendent,  and 
later  became  Superintendent,  the  position  which  he 
holds  today o  Thus,  the  institution  at  Galen  has 
grown  from  a  sole  purpose  of  treating  silicotics,  to 
the  purpose  of  treating  tuberculosis  and  related 
types  of  chest  diseases. 

In  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  this  institution,  v;e 
feel  that  vie   are  also  resolving  our  responsibility 
of  the  problem  of  tuberculosis  and  related  chest 
diseases  in  the  Stateo  Our  primary  purpose,  at  the 
present  time,  is  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  and 
in  this  treating  of  tuberculosis  we  are  relieving 
the  problem  of  people  in  various  stages  of  tuber- 
culosis from  coming  in  contact  with  the  general 
public.  We  have  accomplished  the  alleviation  of  a 
major  portion  of  this  problem  by  the  Recalcitrant 
Patient  Law,  which  was  inacted  in  the  1959  Legisla- 
ture. Through  this  L-aw,  a  person  with  tuberculosis 
who  is  not  mlling  to  come  to  the  Sanitarium  for 
treatment  of  his  ov/n  free  will,  can  through  the  due 


process  of  Law,  be  retained  at  the  State  Sanitarium 
through  certification  by  the  State  Board  of  Health, 
Through  this  due  process  of  Law,  we  can  retain  these 
certain  individuals  in  the  institution  until  their 
tuberculosis  has  become  stable  or  inactive  and  they 
are  not  considered  dangerous  to  the  general  public. 

As  an  example,  before  this  recalcitrant  law  came  into 
being,  a  24-year  old  woman,  who  was  the  mother  of  four 
children,  was  admitted  to  the  Sanitarium,  She  walked 
out  of  the  hospital  against  medical  advice  on  three 
different  occasions,  staying  only  a  short  time  each 
time,  and  each  succeeding  x-ray  which  was  taken  showed 
how  rapidly  her  disease  had  progressed.  The  last  time 
she  was  admitted,  she  was  in  critical  condition  and 
expired  not  long  after  her  admission.  Upon  her  first 
admission  it  was  forecast  that,  by  staying  on  drug 
therapy,  she  probably  would  have  been  well  in  six 
months.  Also,  in  the  meantime,  one  of  her  children 
died  of  tuberculous  meningitis  and  the  other  children 
were  all  exposed  and  possibly  will  come  down  with 
tuberculosis  in  the  future.  Had  this  recalcitrant  law 
been  in  effect  then,  it  might  not  only  have  saved  the 
life  of  an  individual,  but  would  have  prevented  the 
spread  of  tuberculosis  to  the  many  people  with  whom 
she  came  in  contact. 

Also,  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  vdien  the 
patient  has  to  be  retained  in  the  institution  for 
the  long  period  of  time  necessary  to  achieve  full 
physical  rehabilitation,  we  have  to  take  into  con- 
sideration the  mental  rehabilitation.  Consequently, 
we  instituted,  not  too  long  ago,  a  Vocational  Rehab- 
ilitation Department  and  Social  Service  Department, 
The  drug  therapy  alone  cannot  achieve  the  rehabili- 
tation of  these  patients.  We  have  recreation 
facilities  for  the  ambulatory  patients,  we  maintain  a 
library  with  mobile  unit  facilities,  barber  shop, 
beauty  shop  for  the  women  patients,  Protestant  and 
Catholic  Chaplains,  and  vocational  training  program 
for  those  patients  who  may  not  be  able  to  return  to 
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thoir  forTi'.r  employment «  With  regard  to  the  Go'iial 
ServicG  Department,  we  are  baking  care  of  the  patient's 
needs  in  his  relationship  with  his  family  and  the 
various  other  tasks  he  is  unable  to  attend  to  while 
a  patient  in  the  Sanitariunio  His  voting  rights  are 
looked  after,  and  his  correspondence  taken  care  of. 
Wo  have  used  the  Social  Service  Department  to  help 
draw  up  wills,  to  help  transact  various  legal  matters 
with  regard  to  deeds,  and  in  general  to  help  the 
patient  insofar  as  his  peace  of  mind  is  concerned 
with  his  obligations  to  his  farailyo

THE  FIGHT  AGAINST  TUBERCULOSIS 

Advances  made  in  the  fight  against  tuberculosis 
since  the  founding  of  this  hospital  have  been 
astounding.  From  1913  to  1917,  out  of  344  patients 
admitted  there  were  150  deaths o   In  I96I  out  of  3$0 
adjTiissions  there  were  69  deaths o   In  other  words, 
the  death  rate  dropped  from  50^  to  V^.Tp-     One  of 
the  biggest  steps  in  the  fight  against  tuberculosis 
was  the  discovery  of  the  drugs  vAiich  we  now  use  to 
fight  the  disease o  The  first  big  discovery  was 
Streptomycin  by  Dro  Selman  V/aksman  in  1943 j.  which 
was  not  widely  used  until  1946 <>  The  next  drug  was 
Para-aminosalicylic  acid  (PAS)  by  Swedish  workers  in 
1949°   Isoniazid  was  found  to  be  effective  against 
tuberculosis  in  1951°  These  were  the  three  chief 
drugs  which  started  the  progress  in  the  fight  against 
this  disease,  and  even  today  they  are  still  the  best 
drugs  v/e  have,  and  the  most  widely  usedo  Two  other 
important  dates  to  remember,  prior  to  the  discovery 
of  these  drugs  in  the  fight  against  tuberculosis,  is 
the  discovery  of  the  tubercle  bacillus  by  Dr^  Robert 
Koch  in  1882,  and  the  discovery  of  x-rays  by  WilheLn 
Roentgen  in  1895.  However,  the  x-ray  was  not  in 
general  use  for  tuberculosis  until  I9160  Another 
big  step  in  the  fight  against  tuberculosis  was  the 
establishment  of  Sanitariums  like  Galen,  and  this 
movement  began  in  the  early  1900' So  From  this^ 
period  until  the  development  of  new  drugs.  Sani- 
tariums served  a  tremendous  purpose  in  cutting  dov/n 
the  tuberculosis  rate  and  infection  in  this  country 
by  isolating  active  cases,  but  the  most  dramatic 
results  were  brought  about  by  the  discovery  of  new 
drugs o  Some  of  the  more  recent  drugs  discovered  in 
the  past  ten  years  include  Pyraainamide,  Cycloserine, 
and  Viomycin,  none  of  these  three  being  as  effective 
as  Isoniazid  or  Streptomycino   In  1955,  Ethionomide, 
which  is  closely  related  to  Isoniazid,  was  synthe- 
sized by  Leiberman  and  first  used  in  humans  in  1957 - 
This  drug  has  proven  to  be  highly  successful.   Other 
effective  steps  taken  recently  in  the  fight  against 


tubf^rculosis  include  the  Recalcitrant  Patient  Law 
which  w^ia  passed  in  1959 >  skin  testing  programs 
throughout  the  State,  closer  follow-up  of  patients 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and  many  other  steps 
too  numerous  to  mention,  which  have  all  played  a 
part  in  the  dramatic  drop  seen  in  the  past  ten  years. 
The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  has  dropped  from  60 
per  100,000  throughout  the  State  to  19  per  100,000 
in  the  period  of  time  from  195^  to  the  present  date. 
The  death  rate  has  dropped  from  8  per  100,000  to  3 
per  100,000  in  the  same  period  of  time.  This  has 
dropped  the  case  load  of  this  institution  so  signif- 
icantly that  we  have  been  able  to  utilize  some  of 
the  vacated  facilities  at  this  Sanitarium  to  relieve 
an  over-crowded  situation  at  the  State  Training 
School  in  Boulder,  At  the  present  time  we  have  100 
mentally  retarded  boys  and  girls  from  the  Boulder 
Training  School  as  permanent  residents  of  the  Sani- 
tariuiiio  These  are  older  children.  This  has  made  it 
possible  for  Boulder  to  reduce  its  waiting  list, 
allowing  more  younger  children  on  the  waiting  list 
to  be  admitted.  We  are  seeing  more  and  more  cases 
of  chronic  chest  diseases,  such  as  pulmonary  emphy- 
sema, chronic  bronchitis,  bronchogenic  carcinoma, 
etc.,  and  from  all  recent  statistics  in  other  States, 
these  problems  are  on  the  increase.  We  have  noted 
an  increasing  demand  that  we  use  these  facilities 
to  care  for  chronic  chest  diseases.  Although  \'ie   are 
taking  care  of  some  chronic  chest  diseases  now,  new 
legislation  vdll  be  needed  in  the  future  to  expand 
this  type  of  service,  particularly  as  people  in  the 
State  become  aware  of  the  seriousness  of  this 
problem.  This  Institution  has  also  developed  a^ 
medical-surgical  program  to  assist  the  Warm  Springs 
Hospital  and  the  State  Prison.  Thus,  we  are  embark- 
ing on  new  areas  of  health  care,  and  because  of  the 
wonderful  facilities  and  our  fine,  devoted  employees, 
we  look  forward  to  continued  success  in  these  new^ 
fields  of  endeavor,  v;hich  will  bring  further  credit 
to  this  fine  Institution  and  the  State  of  Montana. 


In  closing,  I  iflTOuld  like  to  mention  the  wonderful 
work  that  the  late  Dr.  Frank  lo  Terrill  did  during 
his  years  as  Superintendent  here.  It  would  be  diff- 
icult to  cover  in  one  page  his  many  achievements, 
but,  in  short,  besides  his  wise  guidance  as  Superin- 
tendent of  this  Institution  during  some  of  the  most 
glorious  years  of  the  history  of  the  Institution,  he 
was  also  a  pioneer  in  the  art  of  bronchoscopy  in  this 
state.  He  pioneered  many  surgical  procedures  such 
as  pneumothorax,  pneumoperitoneimi,  thoracoplasty, 
and  was  just  starting  in  on  the  resectional  surgery 
that  was  made  possible  by  the  new  drugs  at  the  time 
of  his  untimely  death.  I  feel,  also,  that  credit 
should  be  paid  to  his  wonderful  wife  who  gave  him 
much  needed  support  through  the  many  years  that  he 
so  faithfully  served  this  Institution  and  the  State, 
I  feel  it  is  also  fitting  to  pay  tribute  to  Mrs, 
Mayme  ;^jrram,  former  Superintendent  of  Nurses,  who 
served  for  30  years,  for  her  kindjiess  to  the  patients, 
devotion  to  duty,  and  wonderful  service  to  this 
Institution,  In  addition,  I  would  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  many  other  devoted  employees,  both 
past  and  present,  who  have  given  such  wonderful 
service  to  this  Hospital  down  through  the  years. 
It  takes  more  than  fine  buildings  and  good  facilities 
to  make  a  good  Institution,  and  this  Sanitarium  has 
been  extremely  fortunate  to  have  in  all  departments 
a  wonderful  group  of  people  who  have  done  more  than 
anything  to  make  it  the  fine  Institution  that  it  has 
been,  and  is  today.

ADMISSION  TO  THE  SANITARIUM;   Tubercu3.osis  and 
silicosis  patients  must  be  referred  to  the  Sanitarium 
by  their  family  physician  or  County  Health  Officer • 
A  qualified  physician  must  complete  and  sign  the 
admission  medical  formo  Also,  a  special  admission 
form  muet  be  completed  by  the  Board  of  County  Commis- 
ioners  (of  the  patient's  resident  county),  author- 
izing the  patient's  care»  Application  forms  are 
forwarded  to  the  Sanitarium,  The  patient  is  notified 
immediately  on  what  day  he/or  she  can  be  admit  ted » 
Patients  are  usually  admitted  Mor/iay  through  Friday 
of  each  weeko  There  is  no  waiting  period  for  ad- 
missiono  As  soon  as  the  necessary  forms  are  com- 
pleted, patients  are  accepted. 

OUT-PATIENT  SERVICES j  Routine,  weekly  out-patient 
clinics  are  conducted  at  the  Sanitarium  on  Tuesdays, 
Private  physicians  and  local  health  officers  may 
refer  patients  to  the  out-patient  clinic o  Appoint- 
ments should  be  made  for  this  out-patient  service 
and  confirmed  by  the  Sanitarium,  to  avoid  inconven- 
ience and  unnecessary  delays  for  the  patient.  After 
discharge^  patients  are  advised  to  have  regular 
follovf-up  examinations  every  three  to  six  months. 
The  out-patient  clinic  at  the  Sanitarium  vd.ll  provide 
these  follo\^^-up  examinations,  also  on  Tuesday o  There 
is  no  charge  for  this  out-patient  clinic  service  for 
former  patient So   These  follow-up  examinations  can  be 
secured  from  the  former  patient's  family  physician, 
if  that  is  more  convenient. 

MEDICAL  SERVICES:   The  355-bed  hospital  is  accredited 
by  the  Joint  Commission  on  Accreditation  of  Hospitals 
which  consists  of  the  American  Medical  Association 
and  the  American  Hospital  Association,  and  is  lic- 
ensed by  the  Montana  State  Board  of  Health  Division 
of  Hospital  Facilities.  The  Sanitarium  also  includes 
a  dormitory,  a  24-unit  apartment  building,  doctors* 
homes,  power  plant,  sewage  disposal  plant,  laundry, 
chapel,  conmissary,  carpenter  shop,  paint  shop, 
plumbing  shop,  electrical  shop,  garage  and  post 


office.   (See  map  on  back  cover) »  There  are  four 
full-time  physicians  and  a  regular  consulting  staff, 
including  a  dentist,  radiologist,  and  pathologist. 
Also,  there  are  90  nurses  and  technicians,  and  a 
full  employee  staff  including  housekeeping,  dietary, 
administrative  and  maintenance  em.ployeesa  Approx- 
imately 220  persons  are  employed  at  the  Sanitariumo 

CLINICAL  SERVICES?  A  modern  x-ray  department,  medi- 
cal laboratory,  and  pulmonary  function  -  electro- 
cardiograph laboratory  are  maintained  at  the  Sanitar- 
ium* Dental  and  eye  examinations  and  treatment 
services  are  provided  patients, 

CONSULTAI\iT  SERVICES s  Specialists  are  available  and 
make  periodic  visits  to  the  Sanitarium  to  assist 
staff  physicians  in  diagnostic  and  treatment  of 
patients o  As  a  result,  the  finest  possible  medical 
service  is  made  available  to  the  patients »  Special- 
ists in  chest  and  thoracic  surgery,  orthopedics  and 
pediatrics  make  periodic  calls  at  the  Sanitarium  to 
serve  as  consultants,  assisting  the  full-time  staff 
in  administering  to  the  special  needs  of  the  patients, 

RELIGIOUS  SERVICES:  Catholic  and  Protestant  church 
services  are  conducted  regularly  by  the  Sanitariujn  ■ s 
two  staff  chaplains,  and  the  patients  are  visited 
regularly.  Religious  services  are  conducted  in  the 
Chapel  at  the  Sanitariiom,  This  Chapel  vras  constructed 
by  the  Montana  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  and  given 
to  the  State  of  Montana  in  July,  1959o 

SPECIAL  SERVICES  FOR  PATIENTS;  A  beauty  shop,  a 
barber  shop,  library  ard   bookmobile,  shopping  service, 
weekly  movies,  laundry  service,  and  craft  instructions 
are  provided  for  patients,  A  patient  checking 
account  is  provided  by  the  business  office.  This 
permits  patients  to  deposit  pocket  money  and  draw 
against  it  for  purchasing  newspapers,  toilet  articles, 
writing  materials,  etc.  Instruction  and  materials 
are  available  to  patients  to  work  in  the  crafts  shop 


with  leather,  ceramics,  copper  enameling,  needlework, 
knitting,  sevjing,  etco  Letter  writing  and  Notary 
Public  services  are  available »  There  is  a  solariiim 
on  each  floor;  ambulatory  patients  may  enjoy  tele- 
vision, card  games,  checkers  and  other  form.s  of 
recreation  in  the  solariumso  Social  parties  are 
conducted  regularly  for  patients.
